‘Thig interpretation was questioned by 
aides on the Armed Services Committee 
who said that the new missiles could be 
made more lethal than the weapons they 
replaced. While the treaty would mot 
allow the new systems to differ signifi- 
cantly in. weight and size from existing 
missiles, the aides said, the new genera~ 
tion of missiles could still be more accu- 
rate and reliable and would be easier to 
maintain.
